town to pay transportation, board, etc. 


8. ‘To see if the town will vote to allow 2% discount 
on all property taxes paid within thirty days after presenta- 
tion of tax bill and allow selectmen to hire money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


9. To see if the town will vote to bond the town for 
the sum of $3,500.00 incurred in the completion of the 
Old Stage Road. 
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10. . To see if the town will vote to adopt the Municipal 
Budget Act. 


11. ‘To see if the town will vote to close those portions 
of roads made useless by the relocation of the Old Stage 
Road. 


12. To see if the town will vote to close any or all of 
the Class 6 roads as scheduled in map in town report. 


13. ‘To transact any other business that may come before 
said meeting.

REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Loudon: 


Last year, for the first time, we included an analysis 
of the town’s operations in your ‘Town Report. Your 
reaction to it was very favorable. So it will appear again 
this year. We hope it will help you to help us in improv- 
ing your town government. 


A New Feature 

At the beginning of each expense report you will find a 
“Comparative Statement for 5 Years (Including estimated 
1942).” This will give you at a glance, a picture of past 
expenses and a better understanding of where your tax 
money goes. 

General Government 

This past year your selectmen employed, out of their 
own salary, a clerk to meet with them twice each month. 
It has been her duty to answer correspondence and, most 
important of all, to keep an up-to-date record of all money 
spent by the town. Because of this record we have been able 
to keep well within our budget on all expenses. Her 
services have saved the salary paid, and the experiment 
has been a success. We plan this year to pay her from town 
funds. 


Protection of Persons and Property 
Your Fire Chief reports that the fire equipment is in 
excellent condition and the fire house is nearing comple- 
tion. In the future all necessary money for maintenance 
will be included in the Budget ($350 for 1942) rather than 
voted on in the Warrant. 


Highways and Bridges 
The Road Agents, because of favorable winter condi- 
tions, have spent only $4,100.84 of their $5,000 appropria- 
tion. Next year we believe $4,000 will be sufficient for 
all town road maintenance due to the completion of the 
Old Stage Road. 
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A motor grader was used this year on all town roads. 
It cost the town only $2 per hour and saved cost of repairs 
on our own dilapidated road machine, wear on the tractor, 
and cost of tractor operator. The roads were put in 
better condition in less time and at a lower cost than in 
previous years. Because of war conditions it seems neces- 
sary to save our tractor for the very necessary job of snow 
removal. 


The State Highway Department has asked us for an 
appropriation of $952.50 on the Green Road, which they 
will match at the rate of 3 to 1. ‘This sum will not build 
all the road, but the State will maintain the completed 
road during the summer months and it will not be neces- 
sary to use town tar on any part of the uncompleted road. 
We believe the saving to the town will justify the ap- 
propriation of this money. 

The sum of $2,999.00 gas money was received from the 
State for use on town roads. ‘This money was used for cut- 
ting bushes, hire of motor grader, sanding town tar, and 
purchase of tar used on town roads. Because of this in- 
crease in gas money it was unnecessary to include a $1,000 
appropriation for town tar in this year’s warrant. 


Public Welfare 
The cost of ‘Town Poor has been reduced in the past four 
years from $3,489.04 in 1938 to $974.27 in 1941. Part of 
this reduction is due to the transfer of some of these cases 
to Old Age Assistance. Its cost to the town shows an in- 
crease from $822.53 in 1938 to $1,198.74 in 1941. 


Town Debt 

Your selectmen have been fortunate in receiving a favor- 
able rate of interest on all money borrowed by the town. 
We pay 2% on tax anticipation loans, 214% on tractor 
notes, and 214% on the obligations for completion of the 
Old Stage Road. 

At the end of 1938 the town owed $7,875.63, due on 
money borrowed in anticipation of taxes. At the close of 
1941 all such loans have been repaid in full. 

Because of the tractor purchase and the completion of 
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the Old Stage Road the long term debt has increased from 
$7,000 in 1938 to $13,000 in 1941, with an estimated peak 
of $17,500 in 1942. This will include $4,000 Maxfield 
Trust Fund, $3,000 purchase of tractor, and $10,500 Old 
Stage Road. ‘These are the amounts after repayment, dur- 
ing 1942, of $1,000 on the tractor and $2,000 on the Old 
Stage Road. We are happy to report that because of 
savings made during 1941 we were able to repay $1,000 of 
the $5,000 borrowed some years ago from the Maxfield 
Fund. 
Tax Rate 
The rate of $4.50 was a considerable improvement over 

the previous year. It is possible that, if there is no great 
reduction of taxable property, the rate will be somewhat 
less in 1942. ‘This can only be accomplished if the budget 
estimates are not increased by other appropriations at 
Town Meeting.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


The 1941 fire season was the worst on record in the 
State of New Hampshire. More fires occurred, more area 
was burned over, greater damage was done to our wood- 
lands, higher losses were sustained in other real property 
burned and the cost of suppressing fires was greater. 

There will, perhaps, never be more ideal conditions for 
fire than existed in 1941. A scarcity of rain left the forests 
in a highly inflammable condition. ‘The accompanying 
high winds spread fires with almost lightning rapidity 
through the parched forest lands. ‘These conditions, 
with human carelessness, made 1941 outstanding in the 
state’s forest fire record. 

As we approach the 1942 fire season, we wonder just 
what may be in store for us. “The woodlands are in as 
critical condition as they were last year, if not more so. 
Blown down trees still clutter sizeable acreages of our 
woodland areas; the increased tempo in lumbering opera- 
tions due to war demands are each day, adding to the fire 
hazard an ever increasing number of acres of slash land; 
and we face the coming fire season with greatly reduced 
personnel, due to the shifting of men from our small 
communities into the armed forces of the country and into 
defense industries. If, however, everyone will be careful, 
if they will follow the rules and regulations laid down for 
the use of fire in and around woodlands, much of our 
difficulties will be eliminated—our fires kept few in number 
with a consequent saving of expense to town and State. 

There are so many possibilities for trouble this year it 
will require the whole hearted and patriotic cooperation 
of everyone concerned if we are to avoid serious difficulties. 
Persons hostile to the best interests of our country and 
subnormal individuals affected by the excitement of the 
times may easily cause tremendous confusion and disrup- 
tion of local activities by deliberately starting fires in our 
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woodlands. Suspicious circumstances connected with every 
fire should be made known to the proper - authorities. 
Wardens and Deputies are being instructed this year to 
investigate all fires carefully. Parties at fault will be held 
strictly responsible. With our forces weakened, it becomes 
more necessary for everyone to comply with regulations 
which have been set up to govern the use of fire in our 
woodlands. ‘These are briefly as follows: 


F. 


Secure a permit from your local forest fire warden to 

burn brush or other debris in or near woodlands, or 

where fire may be communicated to such lands, once 

the snow has left the ground. Violation of this re- 

quirement makes the responsible party liable 

a. Toa fine not to exceed $500.00 or imprisonment 
of not more than one year or both. 

b. To the town for expenses incurred by the warden 
in attending or extinguishing such fire. 

c. For damage to abutting owners if fire runs upon 
abutters’ property. 


DON’T drop or throw from any vehicle while same 
is upon a public highway or private way and 


DON’T drop, throw or otherwise deposit on or near 
woodlands any lighted match, cigar, cigarette, live 
ashes or any other substance liable to cause a fire. 
Violation of these prohibitions penalizes whoever is 
found guilty with a fine of not more than $25.00. 


DONA failkto promptly notify your local warden of 
any fires you see.
